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INTRODUCTION 


Thank you for choosing BogeyMan from Mouse 
Systems. This user’s guide and the accompanying joy- 
stick are intended for use under DOS, Windows 3.1 
and Windows 95. 


CONNECTING YOUR JOYSTICK 


To connect the BogeyMan joystick to your computer 
you should do the following: 


1. Turn off your computer 


2. Locate the 15-pin game port on the back of your 
computer. 


3. Insert the game port connector of your BogeyMan 
into the game port on your computer and make 
sure it is attached securely. 


BoGEYMAN CALIBRATION 


BogeyMan is pre-calibrated, but some games may 
prompt you to recalibrate the joystick. Please calibrate 
it for your game according to your game’s instruc- 
tions, = 


Otherwise, you can calibrate it 
as follows: 


1. From Windows 95, click the 
Start Button. 


2. Point to Settings, click 
Control Panel, and then 
double-click the joystick icon. |

TROUBLESHOOTING TIPS 


BoOGEY ISN’T RESPONDING TO MY GAME 


If Operating the Joystick Under DOS, Windows 3. 1X, 
or Windows 95’s DOS Mode 


1. Turn off your computer. 

2. Locate the 15-pin game port on the back of your 
computer. 

3. Plug the joystick cable into the game port, and 
make sure it is secure. 

4. Restart the computer. 

5. Start a game or other program designed to sup 
port a joystick. 

6. ‘Test to see if the joystick is working. If not, see if 
the program has a configuration menu in which 
the joystick can be enabled, and enable it. 

7. ‘Test to see if the joystick is working. If not, there 
is likely a hardware problem, See the maker of 
the game port interface card (often a sound card) 
to see that the game port is configured to support 
a joystick; or contact Mouse Systems for a return 
authorization (RMA) number so that the joystick 
can be repaired. 


If Operating the Joystick Under Windows 95’s 
Normal Mode 


1. Back up your hard disk before beginning, so that 
in case the process does not go normally, you will 
be able to revert to your original configuration. 

2, From the Windows desktop, click 
Start\Settings\Control Panel to open the 
Control Panel window, (This means click 
successively on Start, then Settings, then 
Control Panel.) 

3. Double-click on the “System” icon to open the 
System window. 

4. Click on the “Device Manager” tab. 


Look for a line item labeled “Sound, Video 
and Game Controllers”, and delete it if present: 


a. Click the plus sign next to “Sound, Video and 
Game Controllers” to open a new level. 

b. Click on each item under it and then click on 
the “Remove” button. (If you get a warning 
message, you may have to cancel and skip the 
item momentarily.) 

c. See the message “You are about to remove...” 
and click “OK". 

d. Repeat steps b & c above for all items found 
under “Sound, Video and Game Controllers”. 

e. Finally, “Sound, Video and Game Controllers”, 
and all items that were under this line item 
should be deleted. If asked about restarting, do 
not restart. 


Close all open windows and click 
Start\Shutdown \ShutdownTheComputer\ Yes. 
Depending on your computer model, either 

the power will go off automatically, or you will 
see a message indicating that it is safe to turn off 
the power (and turn it off). 

Locate the 15-pin game port on the back of your 
computer. 

Plug the joystick cable into the game port, and 
make sure it is secure, 

Restart the computer.

Start\Settings\ControlPanel to open the 
Control Panel window. 


. Double-click on the “Add New Hardware” icon. 
. See the message “To begin installing...” and click 


on the “Next” button. 


. see the question “Do you want Windows to 


search...?” and click Yes\ Next. 


. see the message “Windows will now look...” and 


click “Next”, 
Wait while detection is in progress. 


. See the message “Windows is finished..,and is 


ready to install support..." and click “Finish”, 
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. When this process is completed, close the 
“Control Panel” window,

Make sure the multi-mode switch is either on 1 or 
2 position, and made a correct mode selection 
from your game. 

From Windows 95, please make sure you choose 
either the Thrustmaster Flight Control System 
(M1) or CH Flightstick Pro (M2). 


THE DiGiTAL-CONTROL ANALOG THROTTLE 
DOESN’T WORK 


Make sure the multi-mode switch is NOT on 1 
position, and made a correct mode selection from 
your game. 

From Windows 95, please make sure you 

choose either CH Flightstick Pro (M2), CH 
Flightstick (M3) or 4-Button flight yoke w/throttle 
(M4).
